Correspondence. 
Legislature And Rail Roads. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : —Freeman's 1»i 11, 
regulating freights and fares, seems to 
absorb the attention of the Legislature 
at present. 
I f this bill is correctly represented it 
appears to have been drawn up in the 
interest of the railroads, and for the 
purpose of hoodwinking the Assembly. 
Except in a few instances, it grants 
tlie roads tlie right to increase their 
tariff 20 per cent. The fare from Sac­ 
ramento to Colfax, and a few stations 
o il the Central Pacific will be reduced 
a little, but to compensate for this re­ 
duction it will be largely increased in 
other places. 
The first section of the bill iixes the 
tariff on freight at $210 for each HO 
miles. That is not out of the way, hut 
in the same section they are allowed 10 
cents per ton per mile for 20 miles. 
This is out of all proportion. 
Section 2 permits 
an additional 
charge of 50 per cent, when the road 
reaches an altitude of 1,500 feet above 
the level of the sea. 
It is safe to estimate that over half 
the roads of California are more than 
$1,500 feet above the level of the sea. 
The 3d section permits still an ad­ 
ditional charge of 25 per cent, on all 
articles of a bulky nature, such as 
farming utcnsels, machinery, hard­ 
ware, oils, 
liquors, and nearly all 
merchandise. 
B ut there is still an additional 
charge of from 50 to 100 percent, to be 
added for very heavy articles. 
Now 
let us estimate the charges on one ton 
of merchandise from Ogden to San 
Francisco at the rate this hill pro­ 
poses. 
The 1st section allows 3 cents per 
mile for 80 miles, $2 -10; for 1,500 feet 
elevation add 50 per cent, $1 20; total, 
$3 00. 
For bulky freight add 25 per 
cent, 90 cents. 
Por 80 miles they re­ 
ceive $4 50. 
From Ogden to Sait 
Francisco they would receive $47 85; 
and from New York over $160; and 
for very heavy freight 50 and even 100 
per cent, m ay be added to this amount. 
The b’’1 fixes the fare at 4 cents per 
mile. 
T l 
rate increases the fare 
from San Francisco to New York. 
There is no provision made against 
favoritism. Títere should be a clause 
compelling th em to take freight in its 
turn as it is brought to the depot. 
By the passage of this bill there will 
he hut one point gained, it will dem­ 
onstrate the fact that the Legislature 
lias the power to control corporations; 
hut this was known to all legal men 
before. 
If this is all that we are to expect 
they may as well drop the subject. No 


f r i e n d of corporations could have pre­ 
sented a mpre favorable bill.

small that any 
village sexton can pay i t .

Mr. Venable lias offered in tlu* Leg­ 
islature the following resolution anil 
preamble, which was read twice anti 
referred to the Committee on Federal 
Relations: 
Vv’hereas, The cultivation of tropical 
and semi-tropical fruit is of vast im ­ 
portance to the State; th at every en­ 
couragement should lie vxtendod to 
the same; that the admission of such 
fruits for consumption free of duty 
from foreign countries will seriously 
retard the development of that indus­ 
try; and that the Act of Congress of 
1872 allowing such fruits to lie adm it­ 
ted free of duty for the purpose of pro- 
pogation or cultivation, lias recently 
been so decided by Attorney General 
W illiam s to liava the effect of ad m it­ 
ting the same for consumption free; 
therefore 
Resolved by the Assembly, the Sen­ 
ate concurring, T hat our Senators in 
Congress.be instructed and our Rep­ 
resentatives requested to use their in- 
llucnce to procure the immediate re­ 
peal of that clause in the act of Con­ 
gress approved June tí, 1S72, which 
permits tropical 
and 
semi-tropical 
fruits, for consumption, to lie admitted 
free of duty. 
Resolved, That 11 is Excellency, the 
Governor of the State of California, 
be requested to transm it a copy of this 
resolution to our Representatives and 
Sena tors, respectively.

One of the most Important matters 
pending in Congress is Sargent's Bill 
to hand over to the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company the title to all the 
Swamp Lands in California, not al­ 
ready vested in the State. 
If Sar­ 
gent’s Bill becomes a law, the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company will 
take in fee, without paying one cent 
for it, all the real and constructive 
swamp lands in the State, that hap­ 
pen to be within twenty miles of any 
line of their railroads. 
The Legislature seems to be trying 
in a feeble way to defeat Sargent’s Bill, 
by passing resolutions of “instruction” 
to Senators, and “requests” to Repre­ 
sentatives in Congress to vote against 
this magnificent scheme of plunder. 
But in the face of these proceedings, 
the Legislature, with all its professions 
of reform, is playing consciously or 
unconsciously into the hands of the 
great monopoly. 
The Legislature knows, or ought to 
know, that these lands have been 
granted to and absolutely belong to 
the State, and that to the State, and 
not to Congress, belongs the right to 
dispose of them. It should assert this 
right instead of begging of Congress 
to forego its intentions. Theclap-trap 
that these lands are going into the 
hands of speculators is hardly worthy 
of attention. 
• 
The Legislature can take the neces­ 
sary steps to prevent their being ab­ 
sorbed by speculators, and we cannot 
see that giving up the right to them 
and allowihg Congress to grant them 
over to the railroad company would 
mend the matter, even if the Legisla­ 
ture is too imbecile to protect the 
rítate from the machinations of specu­ 
lating land-grabbers. 


Independence. 


Th* Library. 
It seems that the Library Associa­ 
tion have abandoned, for the present 
at least, the idea of forming a Joint 
Stock Association for the purpose of 
erecting a building for a Public Hall 
and Library Rooms. 
They have 
consulted with many of the leading 
merchants and business men of the 
city, and do not meet with the en­ 
couragement that would induce them 
to proceed with the enterprise. It is 
now proposed to secure the necessary 
legislation to authorize the levy of a 
tax of one mill on the dollar, for the 
purpose,of putting the Library on a 
sound basis, and making it free to the 
public. We are heartily in favor of 
this plan. 
A good public library 
would be a great benefit; it would as a 
public educator equal a high school, 
and in proportion to its cost, exert a 
conservative effect on the morals of 
the city, greater than any other agen­ 
cy that can be devised. Such an insti­ 
tution is in fact a public necessity, and 
in a city as much resorted to by a 
reading people as Los Angeles, no 
great time should be permitted to 
elapse before it is established. 
It is no new thing to raise money 
for such purpose. The State of Illi­ 
nois has provided by a general law, 
that any municipality by a vote of its 
citizens, may levy taxes to establish 
and maintain a public library, and nu­ 
merous creditable institutions of that 
character reflect credit on the State, 
and attest the wisdom of the law. 
The amount of the tax proposed is 
insignificant, and yet it will produce a 
yearly sum of about $4,500, sufficient 
to soon stock our Library with valua­ 
ble books and papers. If the tax were 
once voted, and the assurance thus 
given that the Library is placed be­ 
yond the sport of circumstances, there 
will be no difficulty in securing the 
means to put up a suitable building, 
for its accommodation. 


The United States Senate seems to 
he as implacable and as unreasonable 
now as in the days of Andrew John­ 
son. When President Grant, under 
the pressure of sufficiently potent in­ 
fluence, appointed Geo. H. Williams, 
a man notoriously unfit for any place 
involving personal honor or official 
Integrity, to the position of Chief Jus­ 
tice of the United States, the Senate, 
in a mere stubborn mood, without pas­ 
sing upon the qualifications, mental, 
moral, legal, or partisan, of Mr. W il­ 
liams, forced the President to with­ 
draw his name. Then the President, 
springing from one of the very worst to 
one of the very best — if not the the 
very best — men in the nation for the 
position, named Caleb Cushing for 
Chief Justice of the United States. 
The same Senate — or rather a caucus 
of the dominant party in it—under the 
same stubborn or partisan, or worse 
impulse, refused to confirm the nomi­ 
nation of Mr. Cushing, and assigned 
no other reason for the refusal than 
the cireumstance that, some years 
ago Mr. Cushing saw fit, in a note to 
Jefferson Davis to vouch for the per­ 
sonal honor and capacity of a young 
man who had been employed in ap 
official capacity in Mr. Cushing’s of­ 
fice. The Senate seems determined to 
make Grant recognize the supremacy 
of the Legislative over the Executive 
Department as emphatically as it did 
in the case of Mr. Johnson. 


While respecting many of the mem­ 
bers of the Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce we can but regret their 
arroeant assumption of the right to 
dictate to the H e r a l d what it shall 
and what it shall not advocate in its 
columns. The H e r a l d was estab­ 
lished in no man's interest, with no 
purpose in view other than to accom­ 
plish the most possible for the com­ 
munity in which it lives. It cares not 
whom it censures nor whom it praises. 
It held that it was the imperative duty 
of an honest paper to censure the 
wrong wherever it is to be found. 
This course, we regret to say, has not 
met with the approbation of that 
coterie of arristocrats who form the 
majority of the Directors of the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce. They 
are unwilling to even license any paper 
that does not wear a collar, anti writ- 
teu upon that collar some such phrase 
as this, “My dog, Dr. Griffin,” or “My 
dog” with the name of some other 
prominent member of some other 
prominent ring. One member says, 
“Be independent, and honest, but let 
my little project alone;” another says, 
“Be public spirited, and honest; but 
advocate my cause and let the cause of 
the people take care of itself.” 
No ! If the Chamber of Commerce 
or any of its members thought that 
by the subscription of 300 copies at $75 
per quarter the H e r a l d could be em­ 
ployed to do the dirty work of any and 
all its members, they were mistaken 
and have now found out their mistake. 
It would not advocate the interest of 
this swindle because one of its stock­ 
holders was a member of the Chamber 
of Commerce, nor that swindle lest 
otherwise the personal enmity of a 
member of the Chamber of Commerce 
should be stirred up. 
Now, if any member of the Cham­ 
ber think that it has accomplished a 
great deed by this little act of last 
night, the voice of the people, whom 
we represent and who are their basis, 
will speak in louder terms than oun 
we. We ask no subsidy; we accept no 
subsidy. But the great body of intel­ 
ligent people, those whom certain 
members of the Chamber, who have 
acquired their wealth by little less 
than legitimate robbery, have swin­ 
dled, will see that we have our just 
rights. 


A Bad M uvem en t. 
Senator Bush of Los Angeles yester­ 
day presented a petition from that 
town and county, praying this Legis­ 
lature to pass an act to authorize Los 
Angeles city to issue bonds for the 
purpose of building a depot and work­ 
shops for the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company. This is simply the in­ 
troduction of an old face under a new 
mask — subsidy to a private railway 
corporation in a new form. The Legis­ 
lature has just condemned the prin­ 
ciple in both houses, in the repeal of 
the five per cent act, and they should 
not now go back on that vote by en­ 
tertaining such a proposition as this. 
It is true they only ask for the small 
sum of $13,000, but let that much be 
conceded against the anti-subsidy prin­ 
ciple, and it will not be long till it 
shall see the evil revived in a worse 
form than ever.—[Sac. Union. 
An entirely erroneous impression is 
gathered from the above. The bill 
•imply carries out a contract which 
has already been made, and takes a 
burden from a few citizens who in a 
public spirited way have assumed it. 
Opposed to subsidy on general prin­ 
ciples, we can but deem it the duty of 
the Legislature to pass the bill men­ 
tioned. 
Among the inducements ottered to 
the Southern Pacific Railroad to do the 
work which has already been done in 
Los Angeles was that of depot and 
grounds. The city could not vote 
these without legislative permission, 
so a few citizens put themselves into 
the task ; they assumed the respon­ 
sibility, and made themselves person­ 
ally trouble. The work has been done, 
and now it is but fitting that the city 
shall relieve its bondsmen of the bur­ 
den which is above them. The bill 
does not ask to subsidize a railroad for 
work which is yet to be performed, but 
it asks that it be permitted to fill ob­ 
ligations already accrued. 
The telegraphic dispatches make cas­ 
ual allusion to a legislative investiga­ 
tion, now’ progressing, of the financial 
affairs of the State University. But 
there seems to be a studied purpose to 
keep back the facts, or even an intelli- 
ble allusion to them. The truth is, that 
the magnificent endowment of the 
University made by the State, and the 
vast funds appropriated by law for the 
buildings, and placed in the hands of 
the Board of Regents, have been used 
in a flagrantly corrupt manner by the 
Building Committee of the Board of 
Regents. But, because the Board is 
composed of rich and powerful men, 
and controls a vast sum of public 
money, the Legislative Committee, 
and the press, and the telegraph, and 
all, appear determined to cover up 
rather than to expose a gross public 
wrong. We apprehend, however, that 
the present Legislature will ascertain 
the facts, if not by one committee, 
then by another, and deal with the 
delinquents so far as delinquents in 
high places can be dealt with.

The lady is said 
to be fully qualified to discharge the 
duties required of a clerk, and Melone 
is the first constitutional officer in this 
State who has appointed a female to a 
position in a State office. 


Th e Sacramento Unitn says that 
the United States District Judge of 
Louisiana has been guilty of malfea­ 
sance in office, and should be impeach­ 
ed therefor. 
If all the carpet-bag 
Judges are to be impeached who is to 
impeach them, and who is going to 
succeed them? 


T h e enemies of Governor Booth 
having given currency to a statement 
that he intended to resign, the Vnion 
says: “We assure the public, on the 
best authority, that there is no truth 
in the above statement. If Governor 
Booth resigns ids present office at all 
it will not be done tills year at any 
rate, and certainly not for the purpose 
of ‘swinging around the circle' to 
secure the presidential nomination. 
That is not the way Presidents have 
been made in the last twenty years.”

A little qver a year more, and the 
100th anniversary of the Battle of 
Bunker Hill will take place. A little 
bant) of heroes, then inaugurated a 
struggle, which brought untold results. 
It is very fitting that their deeds should 
be commemorated.

fault lies really not with Los Angeles 
proper, though it gets the chief blame, 
but with the grasping, avaracious 
monopoly at Wilmington, who repress 
the commerce and retard the develop­ 
ment alike of Los Angeles and Han 
Bernardino. The merchants of Los 
Angeles are almost equal sufferers 
with ourselves, from the extortions 
and ruinous rates of charges at tlie* 
Wilmington slough, consequently 
they are not able to deal with us on 
the liberal terms of the Han Diego 
houses. Han Bernardino and Los An 
geles are by nature, and should be in 
every way, allies. Our interests are 
in a great measure mutual. We would 
rejoice, just as much as the people of 
Los Angeles to see a good harbor 
made at Wilmington. It would he of 
vast importance to us as well as to 
t hem. 
We should rejoice to see, to-morrow, 
Los Angeles a city of 100,(MIO inhabit­ 
ants, because the importance of our 
own beautiful city and unrivalled val­ 
ley would increase proportionally. 
We have no desire at all to under­ 
rate the great advantages; healthful 
climate and wonderful resources of Los 
Angeles. It would be superlative folly 
and silly selfishness for us to do so; 
firstly, because it would be untrue; 
next, malicious; and thirdly, a posi­ 
tive injury to our own county; for 
whatever retards the development or 
injures the prosperity of our populous 
aiid wealthy neighbor, must at least 
relatively re-act against us. 
The 
faster the growth of Los Angeles, the 
faster must the growth of Han Ber­ 
nardino follow in its wake.

WASHI NG TON. 


"Wa s h in g t o n , Han. lo.

sons why the company did not put on 
new steamers on October 1st. Vice­ 
President Holman writes now first 
giving at length the causes of the de­ 
lay; lie says that after the contracts 
were made for two new ships, it was 
discovered that there was no machi­ 
nery in the United States large enough 
to roll the iron beams. The prepara­ 
tion of this maehinery caused a delay 
of live months. Afterwards the men 
employed in the iron works struck, 
and this and other causes resulted in 
further delay. 
Ingalls introduced a bill to incor­ 
porate the Colorado Canal Irrigation 
Land Company. It proposes to grant 
twenty sections of public lands per 
mile to aid in the construction o¡Wn 
irrigation canal from lie Houth Platte 
river in Calorado to the Htate of Kan­ 
sas as far as may lie desired by the 
company. 
A Senate Bill was introduced by 
Hitchcock, of Nebraska, granting to 
the American Fork Railroad Company 
the right of way through public hinds, 
for the construction of a railroad and 
telegraph line, from the town of Amer­ 
ican Fork on the Utah and Southern 
Railroad, via American Fort, Oregon 
& Sultana Smelting Works, to Little 
Cottonwood Cafion.
